A Chroulclf Keitnrter s Motes of 


Affairs In ti>c Asylum at .Reno, 


(Virginia Cliomcle, Oct. 29tL.) 


The insane asylum at Eeno is a whole 


community in itself. It requires the 
most constant and watchful care—far 
more, in fact, than the State Prison, 
The guards are chosen not only for 
;heir steadiness, but for their strength 
and watchfulness. 
For ever since the 


arrival of the patients from Woodbridgo, 


al., where they were formerly con- 
ined, the 
increased 
freedom 
has 


developed a kind of liosnse unknown in 


former institution. 
At Woodbridge they were closely con- 


lined in a peuyard about twenty feet 
square and were clothed in the shabbi- 
est manner, In fact, when they ar- 
rived at Eeno and were transported in 
wagons to the asylum, their miserable 
attiro was a subject of general comment. 
One of the most beneficial measures in- 
troduced by the management has been 
the 
weekly Saturday night dances. 


These recreations have had a very 
beneficial 
effect upon the patients. 


Many of the best citizens of Eeno visit 
the asylum on dance nights, and eng^e 
iu a quardrille or polka with Queen 
Victoria, Eichard the Third, the Em- 
press of Austria, Popes of Borne and 
many other distinguished characters. 
The grounds about the asylum are bo- 
ing constantly improved. It is pro- 
posed to build a bridge across the 
Truokee river, near the prison walls, 
and to cultivate a large tract of land on 
the opposite side.
